A tree grown close and crowded in the 
row may be exactly the same height as a Hill Specimen 
Evergreen, but will not be as heavy, compact, symmetric¬ 
al, or have as good roots. Hill’s Specimen Evergreens 
are all grown in wide rows with ample room for de¬ 
velopment of both root and top. 

Constant transplanting and root pruning give Hill’s 
Specimen Evergreens masses of fine fibrous feeding roots, 
which results in heavy bushy symmetrical tops and in¬ 
sures the success of Hill’s stock in the hands of the cus¬ 
tomer. Many nurserymen are unwilling to spend the 
money necessary for the same care and attention as we 
give our trees.
